To the Annual Convention of Mechanics’ Mutual Pro- 


tections; State of New York, in Brotherhood, 
GREETING. 

Another year has rolled past since we last assembled 
together, and since that period we have had much to 
encourage our hearts and. to throw a brighter gleam of 
hope over our future prospects, during the past year, 
than during any other period of our existence as an 
Order. During the past year the Officers of the Aunual 
Convention have granted charters to fourteen applica- 
tions for the same, namely: Auburn, Canandaigua, 
{thaca, Pen Yann, Syracuse, Salina, Watertown, No. 
98 New York, No. 35 New York, No. 37 New York, 
Ne. 36 Danville, No. 38 Troy, No. 34 Lansingburgh, 
and No. 33 Little Falls. We have received accounts 
from the Institution of all Protections for wh'ch char- 
ters have been granted, with the exception of Nos. 35 
and 38. 

During the past year our finances have prospered be- 
yond expectation. In the month of June last year, 
there was not only an exhausted treasury, but a treasury 
involved in debt. We have now happily cleared it all 
away, and there is at this moment in the treasury the 
@im of $294 57, afier having paid all bills against us. 
Your Secretary has endeavored to present a regular 
quarterly Report, with a full account of the finances, 


having the opinion that money matters should always, 


be made plain. I presented a yearly financial aecount 
last quarter; and with the exception of ten dollars re- 
ceived, and a few cents for postage, with the price of a 
seal, and the Grand Secretary’s quarterly wages, the 
same account is presented to you again. There are 
séals yet to be provided for Protection No. 36 Danville, 
No. 37 New York, and No. 38 Troy. No. 35 has not 
yet been installed, and there has been no money paid 
for their charter. They have got their seal. 

The Officers of the Grand Convention have had some 
difficulty in doing business as directed by the Constitu- 
tion, from the distance by which those officers were 
separated; and the G. Secretary has paid out the bills 
against him without drawing at all times upon the G. 
Treasurer, by an orders; in faet it was inipossible to do 
30; but every cent of outlay and income has been ac- 
counte | for, and made public from time to time.

For the M chauic’s Adve ace, 


MECHANICS.--No. 2. 


Water acts by its weight and by the velocity which 
it requires from falling in consequence of its weight. 
Wind acts by its volume or mass and its velocity.— 
Both these agents are variable, and both act in 
a straight line. Heat, as given out by combustible ma- 
terials, produ es steam, or gas, or gives motion to air 
by making it lighter, and thus causing it to rise. The 
steam or gas when formed, has a tendency to expand 
itself, presses against the sides of the vessel which con- 
tains it, and endeavors to escape with a force propor- 
tioned to the heat and pressure to which it is exposed. 
When allowed to escape in only one direction, it ne- 
cessarily generates motion ina straight line. Steam, 
as usually employed, gene-ates motion, which is alter - 
nately in onedirection and the opposite. The strength 
of animals is commonly made to act upon some centre — 
of resistance, by drawing, pushing, or pressing, and 
produces variable motions, naturally in a straight line, | 
but often in acurve. The motions or pressures ptouc- 
ed by all these agents are capable of being compared 
with those produced by weights. They might all be 
referred to a common standard, the unit of which should 
be the force required to raise a given weight a certain 
number of feet in a given time. 

The mechanical agents are employed to measure 
time, to move ships and carriages, to raise weizhts, to 
shape wood and work metals, to overcome the resist- 


lance of air, of water and of cohesion, to draw out and 


form materials, and to combine them into new fabrics. 
To apply them to accomplish any one of these effects 
requires the intervention of some mechanical contriv- 
ance Sucha mechanical contrivance, whether con- 
sisting of a few or of many parts, is called a mechanic. 
A mechanic has been defined, ‘a system of bodies, 
fixed or moval, so connected together that a movement 
impressed on .ne of them shall be transmitted to the 
others.””? The object ofa machine is often vaguely sup- 
pose to be to produce or augment power. It can nev- 
er have this effect. The resistance of the fixed and the 
friction of the movable parts will always consume a 
pa:t of the power ofthe prime mover. The real object 
of every machine is to increase or liminish the veloci- 
tv of the moving force, to change its direction, to ac- 
cumulate its action and expend ii at a single effort, to 
distribute the force among a great number of small re- 
i sistances, or to divile the force of a resistance so that 
it may be overcome by a series of actions, or by the 
continued action of the moving power. A machine 
may combine the action of several movers,ambemyploy 
one to regulate the others, so that the final effect shall

NEW YORK CATTLE MARKET. 
Monday, July 26. 

At market 1200 Beef Cattle, (nearly all Southern,) 
83 Cows and Calves, and 3,100 Sheep and Lambs. 

Beef Cattle—The sales during the week amount to a 
fraction over 1,100 head, leaving upén the market 100 
unsold. There has been no material change in prices 
since our last report; the bulk of the transactions ran- 
ging at from $6 to $7 per cwt. 

Cows and Calves—The number on sale considerably 
exceeded those offered the week previous. There isa 
tolerably fair demand, aad the averages of prices cur- 
rent may be quoted at from $18a$30 to 840—according 
to quality. All sold. 

Sheep and Lambs continue to come in pretty freely; 
but the demand is hardly active enough to clear the 
matket. Prices are well sustained. About 200 head 
remained unsold at the close of the week’s business.— 
Sales of Sheep were made at from 1 25a2 50 to 3 40, 
and Lambs at from $1 to 2 75. 

Hay-—The new crop begins to come in, and a few 
sales of loose are reported at the scales at 56 to 70 cts 
per cwt. Old crep Timothy is worth from 65 to 75 
cents. 





Froer axnp Meat —The supplies have been light 
for some days past, and the demand for the supply of 
the East having increased materially, the market has 
gradually stiffened, and receivers have been enabled to 
obtain a fartheradvance. Genessee was held to-day at 
5 5605 62 1-2, and sales to some extent were made at 
these figures.

The market for Corn is 
heavy, and prices are lower. The quantity wanted is 
not very large rnd mostly for filling contracts. The 
sales to-day have been 25.000 to 30,000 bushels at Gla- 
63 for Mixed, 65067 for flat Yellow, and 70 cents for 
White. We hear of no sales State Yellow. Sales of 
about 10,000 bus' els heated were made at 55457 cents. 
A sale of 10,000 bush. mixed Corn for August, was 
made at 60 cts. In Rye there is nothing doing. The 
market is 78a80 cents. Oats being scarce, are retail- 
ing at 50 cents. A cargo of about 4,000 bushels sold 
at 47 cents. Barley is very dull, and nominally 50 ets. 
In Beans and Peas nothing of importance doing. On 
Friday and Saturday the receipts of Corn were 100,000 
bushels.

HOUSES FOR TIE POOR. 


One of the many pleasing manifestations of the times 
in favor of a reform in the consition of those who labor’ 
for a living, is to be seen in the a-vakening interest upon | 
the subject of comfortable dwellings for the poor. in| 
the ‘ old world,”’ so effectually have the laboring peo- | 
ple been robbed of their right to the soil, an. conse | 
quently to the fruits of their industry, that they have | 
been driven into habitations unfit even for beasts, where 
they have contracted disease, fallen into vice and im-! 
morality, or died of disappointment an! sorrow. To, 
sich an extent has this ont wog ‘essed in Europe, that | 
alarm has been excited in the minds of reflecting phil- 
anthropists for the safety of the country. ‘The subject) 
is being agitated with deep earnestness, and measures 
proposed to avert the lamentable crisis that must inevi 
tably follow a much longer continuance of the evil.— 
Jn our own country the sa:ne result is following the same 
cause. The soil and instrumentalities of lite are fast 
falling into the hands of speculators and capitalists, and |' 
the people are crowding into the large towns anid cities, | 
where a destructive and increasing competitio s renders 
their means of renting a comfortable house more an.l 
move uncertain. The consequence is, that in New Yoik, 
Boston, Lowell and other large towns and cities, people 
are found inhabiting cellers, garrets, and small, ill-ven- 
tilated rooms, totally unfit for the dwelling of human 
beings. Could the true history of these homes of our 
brothers and si-ters in humanity be visited, what a cata 
lozue of misery, vice, squalli-lness and crime would be 
revealed! Already has oar heart been mae sick by 
the stories of adventurers into these almost subterranean | 
abo les of poverty and wretchedness. The recitals of 
suffering degradation,abandoned hopes and virtues, that! 
we have heard from visiters to these habitations of the 
poor, is enough to make the very stones ery cut. 

To remedy this evil, it has been proposed that philan-| 
thropic capitalists invest their money in buildings for, 
the poor, or thata company be formed for this laudable | 
enterprise who shall erect good comfortable houses for. 
the poor on favorable locations, anid receive a regular 
and uni’orm per cent, for the capital invested, which 
woul! make a comparatively spacious and convenient | 
house cost less to the tenant than the miserable hovels 
which many are obliged to occupy in our large towns 
an! which disgrace our boasted pretessions to indepen- | 
dence and national henevolence. Without deciding as) 
to the superiority of this measure over others, we wish 
to call tie attention of the reader to the one important 
fact which this subject evolves—the heulth, virtue, and 
intelligene: of any communily require that every one of 
tls members should be provided with « permanent and 
confortable home.— Why, then, is it not the duty of this 
government toren.lerevery *‘ homestead inalienable,’’ 
and put a step to all farther traffick and speculation in 
the soil, that all hometess people (male so by this same’! 
traffick and speculation,) shal! be enabled to secure a) 
hone ant its consequent blessings? Any government 
which fails to do this, pursues a most suicidal policy | 
whieh will surely visit it with avenging justice. For; 
illustration, see poor Ireland. We shall revert to this| 
subject again — Voice of Industry. 

A Puitanrurortisr.—There lives in the city of, 
Boston a man named John Augustus, who is in some) 
respects the most remarkable man of biszge. He is! 
a mechanic by occupation, and some years since being | 
in the police court of that city, his attention was called 
to the cave of a young ‘nan, poor, needy, and probably | 
vicious, who was charged with a simple assault. Au-| 
(pustus stepped forward, offered himyelfas his bail, took | 
the young man home, fed and clothed him and gave hin! 
‘employment. He reformed and becaine a good citizen. 

His success in this instance prompted him to further ef- | 
forts, and since that time he has bailed 582 offenders, | 
without fee or reward and two only of them have abused | 
his confidenee. He has thus saved the city several} 
thousand dollars in fees and costs, and the risk has not! 
‘been half so greatas if he had endorsed 532 of the best | 
men’s notes in the city of Boston. More than two of | 
them would have been protested. He is a good man} 
tand a most useful citizen. May he live long to contin- 
ue his work of benevolence —Na'ional Police Gazette.
